1 . Claims 24-32 and 34 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The present invention is directed to a graphical user interface comprising a 
scrolling key coupled with a computing device permitting a user to adjust a relative 
portion of the display screen occupied by a first and second display area in a 
navigational and marine system comprising the computing device coupled with both a 
sonic transducer to display depth signal information on a first display area and a GPS 
antenna to display information corresponding to the location of the system in a second 
display area. 

Each independent claim identifies the uniquely distinct features of the GUI to 
further comprise " a scrolling kev coupled with the computing device, the scrolling key 
and the computing device permitting a user to selectively adjust a relative portion of the 
display screen occupied by the first display area and the second display area ". 

The closes prior art, Chisholm et al. (5,883,817), shows a similar system that 
also provides a GUI comprising a first display area for displaying location signal, which 
includes a GPS signal, and a second display area for displaying depth signal 
information from a sonic transducer wherein the display areas are divided into several 
windows with minimizing buttons. However, the prior art still fail to anticipate or render 
the above underlined limitations obvious. Other prior art made of record such as 
Microsoft Word 2000 is also silent on this claim limitation.
